Couple Held on 
Serious Charge 


Mrs. Catherine (Woodward) Eck- 
enrode, Baltimore street, and Henry 
Dtckert, Stevens street, were arrest­ 
ed 
this 
morning 
on 
statutory 
charges, and in default of bail they 
were committed to the Adams coun­ 
ty jail. 
The couple was arrested by Officer 
George B. Aughinbaugh on a war­ 
rant issued by Justice of the Peace 
John C. Slander on oath of Mrs. 
Eckenrode’s husband, Paul Ecken- 
rode. 
The alleged offense occurred 
early last Saturday morning. 


A man resembling Russel Gulden, 
of Gettysburg, charged with arson, 
was seen in the vicinity of tile stable 
on the property of Mrs. J. C. Hoke, 
West High street, on the evening of 
June 13 when the place was de­ 
stroyed by fire 
• 
Nelson 
Shank, 
18. 
West High 
street, so testified in court this 
morning when Gulden went on trial 
charged with maliciously setting fire 
to the Hoke stable. 
Not only did Shank testify that 
the man im saw resembled Gulden, 
but the witness further stated that 
he was holding a can by the rim in 
his right hand. 
When Shunk was cross-examined 
by Franklin S. Bigham, Esq.. Gul­ 
den's attorney, the witness said he 
was not positive that the man he 
saw w’as Gulden because, he added, 
the man s back was toward him and 
he did not see his face. 
Further 
cross-examination 
of 
Shank by Attorney Bigham brought 
out tile fact that when lie turned 
into an alley behind the court 
house, the m an was walking about 
eight feet ahead of him and that he 
did not see the man stop walking. 
In direct examination, Shank said 
he saw a man resembling Gulden 
standing in tile alley behind the 
American Legion building about 9:30 
o'clock on tile night of the fire. 
Shoo, C ause Flurry 
In direct examination, 8hank tes­ 
tified that the man he saw was 
wearing a dark cout, dark trousers 
and a straw hat. In cross-examina­ 
tion, the witness added that the 
r t»n was wearing white shoes. 
-rWho told you to say he wus 
wearing white shoes?” Mr. Bigham 
asked, implying that the witness had 
been coached. 
‘ No one,” the witness replied. 
Shank was asked several questions 
nbout his testimony at Gulden’s pre­ 
liminary hearing before Justice of 
the Peace John C. Shealer in cross­ 
examination, but the witness could 
not remember much about it, al­ 
though Attorney Bigham hammered 
away insistently. 
Attorney Bigham said Shank had 
testified at the preliminary hearing 
that tile man who walked up tile al­ 
ley ahead of him turned left at the 
American 
Legion 
building, going 
toward Baltimore street. 
Shank, 
however, said he could not recall 
giving such testimony. 
Can Is Introduced 
The blackened and dented gallon 
can which witnesses said was found 
ut the scene of the fire was intro­ 
duced into testimony when Charles 
J Myers, Chambersburg street, the 
first witness was called to the stand. 
Myers testified that he was listen­ 
ing to a broadcast of a prize fight 
iii the American Legion building on 
the night of Ute lire and smelled the 
odor of gasoline shortly before the 
fire was discovered 
Myers testified that Earl Smith, 
Breckenridge street, the next wit­ 
ness, picked up the can in the alley 
near the northwest corner of the 
Hoke stable. 
Tile witness said he 
smelled the can after it was picked 
up but could not detect any odor 
in it. 
Throw's Can Into Stable 
Smith on the stand told about 
finding the can. He said he smelled 
tile can and said it had the odor of 
gasoline or road tar. 
He also gave 
It to Myers to smell and to Gulden. 
Smith 
said 
that 
Gulden, 
after 
smelling tile can, said the odor re­ 
sembled gasoline or road tar. 
After Gulden smelled the can, 
Smith testified Gulden threw it into 
tile stable, the fire in which was 
practically extinguished. Later, the 
witness continued, he went into the 
barn and brought out tile can and 
gave it to Horace L. Bender, a 
member of the Gettysburg fire com- 
* o ,„ . 
After Gulden entered a formal 
plea of not guilty, the task of se­ 
curing a Jury was begun. Twenty- 
eight veniremen were culled before 
the panel of 12 was completed

For National Meeting

SALES AT LOCAL 
MARKETSTODAY 


Few Farmers Occupy 
Stalls; 
Prices Re­ 
duced to Effect 
Quick Sale. 


HIGH QUALITY 
PRODUCE SOLD 


Rain had a tendency to curb a t­ 
tendance at the Farmers’ and G et­ 
tysburg markets this morning. 
Al­ 
though the offerings were of the 
usual high quality, fewer farmers 
were occupying stalls. 
Peaches, 
apples 
and 
tomatoes 
were there in abundance, and at a 
late hour were being offered at To­ 
ri ucetl prices for quick sale. 
The 
prices for peaches ranged from $1 50 
to $2 and $2 25 a bushel. 
Apples 
w'ere 75 cents to $1 a bushel, and 
tomatoes 30, 35. 40 and 50 cents a 
half bushel basket. 
General prices on corn were 12 
and 15 cents a dozen, with our 
farmer selling tile run of the field 
variety at five cents a dozen. 
Butter sold at 25 cents a pound, 
and eggs. 30 cents a dozen; dressed 
chickens from 40 to 80 cents (‘ach; 
noodle soup. 25 cents a quart; pump­ 
kin pies, 15 and 30 cents caci); rolls, 
20 cents a dozen; home made bread, 
12 cents a lout; cinnamon buns, 25 
cents a dozen. 
Potatoes dropped in price 20 cents 
a bushel today, being sold at BO 
cents a bushel; lima beans, 25 and 
30 cents a quart; egg plant, IO and 
15 cents each; nectarines, H) and 15 
cents a quail box; green string 
beans, 15 cents a quarter peck; huc­ 
kleberries, 13 cents a box, two boxes 
for 25 cents; strawberries, 20 cents 
box; Swiss chard, five cents a 
bunch; sweet potatoes, 15 cents a 
quart box; crab apples, 15 cents a 
quarter peck. 25 cents a half peck 
Plums were plentiful, the Damsel 
variety selling at 15 cents a quar­ 
ter peek. 75 cents a half bushel, and 
the large prune plum, 20 cents a 
quarter peck, and $1 a half bushel; 
cantaloupes were 5, IO and 15 cents 
cadi, depending on the size. Cider 
vinegar, 25 cents a gallon; beets, 
carrots, radishes and onions, 5 cents 
bunch. 


The oldest postoffice employee, 
not only in point of advanced years 
in age but in years of active service, 
is Thomas F. Scully, of Chicago, a 
delegate to the 34th National Con­ 
vention of the United National asso­ 
ciation of Post Office Clerks in ses­ 
sion here this week. 
A little, smiling, good natured in­ 
dividual, with 
sparce 
white hair, 
Thomas F Scully, 74 years of age,' 
now retired from service, has 52 
consecutive years of service in the 
Chicago post office to 
his 
credit. 
This is the longest service on record 
This morning Mr. Scully recalled 
some of his early experiences. 
Started in 1880 
He started working in 
the old 
Canal street station on April 8, 1880, 
and served continuously until July 
ll, 1932, when he was retired from 
service, having served more 
years 
than any other postal employee. 
His first job was picking up let­ 
ters when the collectors arrived at 
the 
.station. 
When he retired lie 
was foreman of the Canal station 
He reported for duty at 6 iii the 
morning and continued on the job 
until the day’s work was finished, 
late into the evening. 
Tin* was 
seven days a week 
On October I, 
1935, Post office workers go on a 40- 
hour week schedule. 
In four days of his last year of 
service in the Chicago office more 
business was transacted than in all 
of 1880. Mr. Scully said. 
One of Mr Scully’s most pleasant 
memories is his contact with the late 
Richard W gears, co-founder of the 
mail order house Sears, Roebuck, of 
Chicago. 
Saw Business Expand 
• Mr. Sears called at the Chicago 
post office early every morning for 
his mail. He would receive five, six 
or seven letters per day. and some 
days lie would not receive any,” Mr 
Scully said 
“I saw that great business expand 
to such an extent that a special 
force of girls was put on to handle 
the mail. From five to seven pieces 
of mail lier day the business grew to 
tile point where Hie company was 
receiving 125 pouches daily, each 
pouch containing 3.000 pieces. 
“At one time Sears Roebuck re­ 


fused all orders under $3. 
When 
such an order was received the 
money 
was 
refunded or returned 
to the purchaser 
■ From this I have gathered my 
business slogan . . . If you want to 
be successful be sure to answer all 
your mail promptly. 
‘■’17118 was one of the reasons 
Sears, Roebuck made such a suc­ 
cess,” Mr. Scully said. 
Served 12 Presidents 
During his 52-years of .service Mr. 
Scully served 
under the following 
Presidents: 
Rutherford B. Hayes, James A. 
Garfield. Chester A Arthur, Grover 
Cleveland, Benjamin H a r r i s o n , 
(Grover Cleveland again), William 
McKinley, Theodore Roosevelt, Wil­ 
liam Howard Talt, Woodrow Wilson, 
Warren G. Harding, Calvin Coolidge 
and Herbert Hoover. 
He was re­ 
tired before Mr. Roosevelt was in­ 
augurated.

Agreement to Cut Nippon 
Textile Exports. 


W ashington, Aug. 27 (AP). — The 
United States and Japan are nego­ 
tiating a “gentlem an's agreem ent” 
seeking to restrict Japanese cotton 
textile exports to the Philippines. 
An easing of economic and politi­ 
cal friction growing from the island 
textile situation is a direct objective 
of the discussions. 
These facts were learned authori­ 
tatively Monday: 
Cordell Hull, secretary of state, 
and Hirosi Saito, the Japanese am ­ 
bassador, initiated the negotiations 
in talks covering th e general phases 
of the question. O ther American and 
Japanese officials are now actively 
engaged in drafting a m utually sa t­ 
isfactory agreem ent. 
Revelation th a t active negotiations 
already are under way came in the 
wake of recom m endations by the 
cabinet textile com m ittee to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt th a t sim ilar steps tx; 
instituted for an accord lim iting the 
export of cheap Japanese textiles to 
tile United States. 
American cotton textile m anufac­ 
turers 
have 
protested vigorously 
against the capture of American and 
Filipino m arkets by Japanese tex­ 
tiles and dem anded protective action 
by this government. 
The Philippine legislature, on rec­ 
om m endation of Gov.-Gen. Frank 
Murphy, also has considered raising 
a tariff barrier against Japanese 
textiles as a remedy.

Official Report CNAPOCS Convention 
First Day 
Tile M ajestic Auditorium was the scene of the ow ning of tile 
Thirty-fourth Annual Convention of the UN A FOC. 
The stage 
profusely decorated with colorful surroundings was occupied by 
prominent guests and speakers. 
Oil paintings of National Presi­ 
dent john J. Barrett and Senator Pat McCarran of Nevada, to be 
formally presented to tile convention at a later session, were un­ 
draped and nearly 1,000 delegates representing almost every state 
in the Union were present. 
M enders of the National Ladies’ 
Auxiliary attended this joint session. 
W . Preston Hull, President of the Gettysburg Branch, opened 
the Convention and the invocation was pronounced by Dr. Henry 
\V. A. H anson. Assistant Postm aster George P. Black, a pioneer 
member of Branch 1242, gave the address of welcome and com­ 
mended the long successful legislative career of our Association, 
stressing the achievements accomplished during the past two years 
under adverse conditions. 
Congressman H arry L. Haines, mem­ 
ber of the House Post Office Committee, the next speaker, com­ 
mended the national officers for their zeal and paid tribute to their 
leadership in seeking beneficial legislation for the welfare of the 
membership. 
In a stirring patriotic address he eulogized the dead 
heroes who sacrificed their lives on the immortal Battlefield of 
Gettysburg, and declared that this national shrine should inspire 
all to a better citizenry. 
Local President Hull presented National President John J. 
Barrett with a beautiful gavel as a token of "The Spirt of Gettys­ 
burg.” 
As President Barrett arose to accept the gift he was 
accorded an ovation and then formally opened the Convention. 
In a resjxmse to the welcome he thanked the Gettysburg Branch 
and the citizens for their hospitality and untiring efforts in mak­ 
ing a successful convention. Tile National Board of Officers then 
assembled on the stage and stood in a moment of silent medita­ 
tion in memory of James F. Cook, member of the Advisory Board, 
who died suddenly last July. 
President Barrett commended the members for their loyalty 
and declared their cooperation on legislative campaigns was of 
inestimable value. 
He briefly reviewed the legislation enacted by 
Congress and declared that the Forty-H our Bill was a humane 
act heartily approved by President Roosevelt and Postmaster 
General Jam es A. Farley. 
Mary D eW itt, President of tile National Indies’ Auxiliary, 
addressed tile convention and stated that an extensive member­ 
ship campaign is to be inaugurated and that the Auxiliary was 
progressing rapidly in hundreds of our local branches. 
Michael F. Fitzpatrick, Superintendent of Mails at Philadelphia, 
Pa., and Vice-President of the National Association of Postal 
Supervisors, extended greetings from his Association and highly 
commended the achievements of the National Legislative Council. 
He referred to Senator Pat M cCarran as the Chief Restorationist 
in the legislative campaign for the full restoration of our salaries. 
A telegram of felicitation was received from Congressman John 
J. Boyland of New York City. 
He is an honorary member of 
Branch O ne of New York City and is the sponsor of the Bonding 
Bill, which is now pending in Congress.
